The Soil Conservation Service 
and forestry agencies’ are respon- 
sible for technical phases of certain 
practices. A list of approved ACP 
practices, for which the program

In announcing the national ACP 
for 1965 - the 30th program year, 
Secre‘ary of Agriculture Freeman 
said: “This program, which reach- 
es into every State and agricultural 
county, is playing an increasingly 
important role in our efforts to 
improve rural areas - not only in 
their physical environment but al- 
so in their economic outlook.. It 
is an important part of the on-go- 
ing war against poverty. 

“Rural lands are the source of 
nearly all the Nation’s food and 
fiber, but if neglected, these lands 
are also the source of soil erosion 
and sil‘ed streams. 

The farm fields where ACP is 
helping to promote conservation 
measures contribute vitally to 
clean usable water for the day-to- 
day living of our towns and cities 
as well as for the indus‘ry which 
provides employment -for their 
people.
